At present the 
citizens who are c!o-ely connected with 
schoo, affairs, are talking of a $15,006 
building, No definite decision has 
been reached as to the size or the cost 
of the proposed new school, but if the

A new $6,000 fire hall is one of the 
first buildings on which work will be 
commenced as soon as the frost-bound 
terra firina breaks the chains by the 
advent of spring.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more of 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain = con- 
ditions by the father, mother, — son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella-| 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s | 
office may be wired to the Agent by the! 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- | 
cant, and if the land applied for is va-| 
cant on receipt the telegram euch 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
wived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the| 
ipplicant will forfeit all priority — of | 
slaim or if entry has been granted it) 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must | 
be made in person. The applicant muet 
be eligible for homestead entry and no}: 
ither application will be received from 
an individual until that application has 
‘een disposed of. 

Where an. entry ia cancelled subse- 
tuent to institution for cancellation pro- 
weedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to ‘prior right of entry. 

Applicant for, eaneallation must state 
in what particulars the Lomesteader is] 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
mhject of cancellation proceedings may, 
whject to the approval of Department 
élinguish it in favour of father, mother, | 
won, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar 
ition of abandonment. 

_ Duties.—-A settler is required to per- | 
form the duties under one of the follow-} 
ng plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
ind cultivation of the land in each year 
luring the term of three years. : 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de 
‘ires, perform the required residence du- 
‘ies by living on farming land owned 
wolely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
teres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
tomestead. Joint ownership in land 
vill not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
‘ather is deceased) of a homesteader has 
vermanent residence. on farming land 
»wned solely by him, not lesa than eighty

he homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
iomesteader may perform his own resi- 
lence duties by living with the father 
or mother), 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the two

| SOMEONE IS LOOKING HERE TODAY WHO WANTS TO ~~ 
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UP TO BRITISHERS. 

Cambridge, Feb. 12.—Some of the Cam- 
bridge Athletic association directors and 
KE. Hi. Ryle, president, are of the opinion 
that the British universities should ac. 
cept the challenge by the Inter-Colleg- 
jate Association of Amateur Athletics 
of America for the international track 
and field athletic meeting between 
teams representing the colleges and wni- 
versities of the United States and Great 
Britain, following the Olympic games 
this year, and they are making an effort 
to bring about a meeting this summer. 
Oddly enough the presidents of tho Ox- 
ford and the Cambridge clubs, who are 
students, are in favor of accepting the 
American challenge with some modifica- 
tions, while the honorary treasurers of 
the clubs, who are both professors, think 
that the obstacles are insurmountable, 

Mr, Ryle said: “As has been said be- 
fore, it is most difficult for us to keep 
the teams together until July, as the 
university athletes go out of training in 
March, A few of them, however, will 
keép in condition for the Olympic games, 
and it might be possible to make up a 
team. It would never do, however, to 
wait until after the Olympic games, as 
the Americans suggest. for the people 
would then be tired of athletics and wo 
would not get anybody to attend, I sug- 
Rest instead that the universities have 
their contest the first week in July at 
the Queen's club, after which the men 
could take part in the Olympic games if 
they desired. I had another idea, but I 
have been informed that the Olympic 
games be opened with inter-university 
sports. I suggest that the challenge be 
accepted if the Amricans consent to 
change the date to the first week in 
July.” 

Mr. Ryle is not confident of carrying 
this proposal with the two treasurers 
opposed to him, but the question will be 
discussed at the meeting to be called to 
discuss the decision reached by the Ox- 
ford club. 

J. H. Gray, the honorary treasurer 
of the club, does not think it would be 
possible to eccept the American chal- 
lenge, as there is no telling how many 
of the present track team will be at the 
university in June. Some of the men 
are in their last year, and furthermore, 
it would be impossible to ask the others, 
who have boon in training since January 
to continue to work after the Oxford- 
Cambridge sports,

Yes- 
terday afternoon Dr, Allison went to 
the cage to see how the various dis- 
eases were progressing, when he was 
horrified to Jearn that his patients 
were missing. 

Realizing what might result if the 
rabbits were used as food, he notified 
the police, and sent a general alarm 
throughout the neighborliood, Gro- 
ceties and butcher shops were notified 
that the diseases ranged from small- 
pox to measles, and all have declared 
that no rabbits will be purchased un- 
less each be accompanied by a clean 
bill of health,

London, Feb. 12.—-The Canadian Club 
dinner at the Hotel Ritz tonight was 
attended by a large number of influen- 
tial people. Mr. I. W. Taylor, the Pre»- 
ident, who spoke eloquently in toasting 
Canada and the Governor-General, made 
an amusing reference to an encyclope- 
dia “recently revised and brought up to 
date by a Cambridge professor,” which 
informed the world that the maple tree 
produced a light, refreshing wine, which 
was much liked by the natives of Canada 
and yielded a syrup, which, when erys- 
tallized, supplied the Dominion with 
sugar. Mr. Taylor proceeded to criticize 
the United States in a humorous and 
sometines sub-acid fashion, emphasiz- 
ing the fact that the financial serenity 
of Canada had boen undisturbed during 
the financial storm over the — border. 
(Cheers.) Uf Canada had been to any 
extent unwise, he suid, her follies were 
those of lusty youth and — forgivable. 
(Applaus*.) 

The remainign speeches glowed with 
confidence in Canada’s future, Admiral 
Douglas piously hoped the Admiralty 
would restore a fleet to Canadian waters. 
They could man one ship entirely with 
officers who are willing to serve there, 
Mojor G. W. Stephens dwelt on the 
question of transportation of her termin- 
als, Signor Marconi expressed his grat- 
ituds to the Dominion Government, 
which had been the first to give hin 
practical encouragement. He declared 
that the wireless «ystem of the St. Law. 
rence was unequalled in the world. He 
would spare no efforts to show thet the 
encouragement given him by Canada 
had not been thrown away. He remark- 
ed that he had just demonstrated to tho 
Admiralty officials what could be done 
in the way of wireless across the At- 
lantic,
